PLEASE ASSURE BORGONOVO OF DEPARTMENT S WISH TO BE AS 
HELPFUL AS WE CAN WITHOUT ASSUMING HOST RESPONSIBILITIES. 

2. YOU MAY WISH TO MENTION TO BORGONOVO THAT WHILE MIAMI 
IS VERY CONVENIENT TO BOTH PARTIES, IT IS ALSO HEAVILY 
VISITED BY CENTRAL AMERICAN TOURISTS, BUSINESSMEN AND 
JOURNALISTS. THE LOCAL PRESS IN MIAMI ALSO DEMONSTRATES 
KEENER INTEREST IN LATIN AMERICAN DEVELOPMENTS THAN PRESS 
IN SOME OTHER CITIES. ADDITIONALLY MANY SERVING PERSONNEL 
WHO WOULD NORMALLY BE IN AND OUT OF CONFERENCE ROOMS AND 
LIVING QUARTERS ARE SPANISH SPEAKING, THUS ADDING TO 
SECURITY PROBLEM. HOUSTON OR NEW ORLEANS, WHILE SLIGHTLY
